Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1968 


TO;-  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Scarborough  Rural 
District  Council, 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  I968. 


The  vital  statistics  in  the  area,  with  one  exception, 
are  substiantially  better  than  the  corresponding  figures  for 
England  and  ¥ales.  One  notable  feature  is  the  continued 
increase  in  population.  This  is  evidently  due  almost 
entirely  to  immigration,  the  natural  increase  being  only  23. 

This  continuing  increase  in  population  is  beginning  to 
tax  our  resources  in  the  domiciliary  health  service  in  the 
rural  area.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  meet  the  problem  which 
has  come  unfortunately  at  a  time  when  both  money  and  trained 
staff  are  in  short  supply.

GENERAL  REMARKS 


During  the  year  good  progress  vas  made  in  dealing  with 
the  various  public  health  matters  requiring  special  attention. 
Only  the  survey  of  sub-standard  housing  did  not  progress  as 
quickly  as  I  wished  and  hard  work  will  be  needed  to  complete 
the  survey  by  the  end  of  1969*  Also  in  I969  work  needs  to 
be  done  on  checking  private  water  supplies  in  the  area. 

Generally,  the  public  health  services  operated  by  the  Council 
continued  to  be  satisfactory  during  the  year.  Further 
details  are  given  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

The  area  continues  to  develop  at  a  good  rate  and  all  the 
indications  are  that  this  will  continue  and  expand  on  all 
fronts  over  the  next  few  years.  The  Cotmcil’s  forward 
looking  and  responsible  attitude  in  meeting  the  consequent 
problems  and  challenges  should  enable  this  development  to 
proceed  successfully  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  area  as  a 
whole . 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Chairmen  of  the  Council  and  the  Committees, 
the  Councillors,  my  staff  and  workmen  and  all  my  colleagues 
for  the  co-operation  and  help  they  have  given  during  the  year. 
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HOUSING 


( a )  Ne-w  Housing 

132  new  houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise. 

One  fairly  large  estate  was  under  active  development 
during  the  year  and  the  planning  of  another  two  was  at 
an  advanced  stage  at  the  end  of  the  year  so  that  there 
will  probably  be  an  increase  in  the  number  of  houses 
completed  during  1969* 

The  Council's  housing  development  at  Church  Beck  Cottages, 
Cloughton  for  the  erection  of  9  two~bedroomed  bungalows 
and  a  three-bedroomed  wardens  house  was  commenced  and 
5  bimgalows  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Detailed  plans  were  almost  finalised  for  the 
extension  of  the  Denison  Avenue  Housing  Estate  at 
Seamer  by  the  erection  of  l4  two-bedroomed  bungalows 
and  a  block  containing  2  one-bedroomed  flats  on  the 
ground  floor  and  a  three-bedroomed  wardens  flat  on  the 
first  floor.  Development  should  be  commenced  during  the 
second  half  of  1969» 

The  completion  of  these  Seamer  and  Cloughton  schemes  should 
ease  the  housing  demand  in  the  locality  but  it  is  worth 
recording  that  the  number  of  applicants  for  Council  houses 
throughout  the  district  considered  to  have  a  housing  need, 
rose  by  approximately  33^°  during  I968  to  35*  Applications 
awaiting  to  be  dealt  with  at  the  end  of  the  year  indicated 
an  even  steeper  rise  during  1969- 

In  the  not  too  distant  future  the  Council  may  wish  to 
consider  further  small  housing  schemes  following  the 
policy  of  providing  two-bedroomed  bungalow  or  flat 
accommodation  suitable  for  older  people. 

Only  7  of  the  Council's  stock  of  356  houses  became 
available  for  re-letting  during  the  year, 

(b)  Improvement  Grants 


13  applications  for  Discretionary  Grant  auid  4  applications 
for  Standard  Grant  were  approved  during  I968  bringing  the 
total  number  of  grants  approved  since  the  Acts  came  into 
force  to  373®  There  is  little  doubt  that  the  Government’s 
declared  intention  of  completely  re-modelling  the  grant 
schemes  by  new  legislation  in  I969  accounted  to  a  large 
extent  for  the  relatively  small  number  of  grants  approved 
during  the  year.  At  the  same  time  it  is  obvious  that  this 
and  other  aspects  of  housing  legislation  require  bringing 
up  to  date  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Housing  Bill, 
when  enacted,  will  give  sufficient  encouragement  to  the 
public  and  local  authorities  to  enable  swift  and  comprehensive 
general  improvement  in  housing  conditions. 

Partly  in  anticipation  of  the  new  legislation,  the  initial 
steps  had  been  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year  towards 
making  a  complete  survey  of  poor  standard  houses  in  the  area 
and  I  hope  that  the  survey  will  be  completed  within  the 
first  three  months  of  1970,  The  survey  will  provide  basic 
information  on  which  a  comprehensive  housing  report  can  be 
made  and  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  provide  a  housing  policy 
for  the  area  over  the  new  few  years.

(d)  Building  and  other  new  development 

During  the  year  26l  applications  were  received  and  dealt  ■ 
with  under  the  Building  Regulations,  I963.  246  were 

approved  and  15  disapprovedo 

The  Government's  policy  of  continuous  amendment  of  Building 
Regulations  does  cause  some  confusion  with  members  of  the 
general  public  but,  up  to  the  present,  the  amendments  have 
generally  provided  much  needed  simplification  and  clarification, 

245  applications  for  consideration  under  the  Town  and  Country 
Planning  Acts  were  received  and  forwarded  to  the  No,  6  Area 
Planning  Committee  of  the  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire  County 
Council,  together  with  this  Council’s  views  thereon. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 


With  the  exception  of  Troutsdale,  Langdale  End,  Broxa  and  part 
of  Hackness  the  whole  of  the  Council’s  area  is  now  served  by 
the  Scarborough  Corporation  Water  Undertaking.  Almost  all 
the  properties  in  the  parishes  of  Silpho  and  Suffield  have 
connected  to  the  new  water  mains  but  quite  a  number  of 
properties  in  the  parishes  of  Broxa,  Hackness  and  Harwood  Dale 
have  not  yet  connected. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  4l84  dwellings  were  connected  to  a 
mains  water  supply.  Six  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  by  this  authority,  four  proved  to 
be  satisfactory  and  two  unsatisfactory.  Of  680  similar 
samples  submitted  by  the  Scarborough  Corporation,  628  were 
satisfactory  and  22  unsatisfactory.  The  Corporation  also 
submitted  18  samples  of  water  for  chemical  analysis  all  of 
which  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


1 .  General 


In  the  early  part  of  the  year  application  for  loan  sanction 
was  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  aoid  Local  Government  in 
respect  of  the  Council’s  proposals  to  extend  the  Seamer  Sewage 
Treatment  Works  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £250,000.  A  decision 
on  the  application  was  awaited  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  (CONTINUED) 
le  General  (Continued) 

Extension  of  the  Works  is  urgent  and,  even  in  the  present 
financial  climate,  the  Ministry's  delay  in  giving  a 
decision  seems  unjustifiable. 

It  is  vital  that  a  start  be  made  on  the  extension  of 
the  Works  before  the  end  of  1969o 

Again  the  staff  at  the  Works  did  their  work  well  under 
increasingly  difficult  conditionso 

The  Burniston  Sewage  Treatment  Works  continued  to  operate 
well  during  the  year  and  there  was  no  bad  sample  result. 

As  usual,  I  have  to  report  that  Hackness  Village,  Cloughton 
Newlands ,  Harwood  Dale,  Silpho,  Suffield,  Broxa ,  Staint ondale , 
Troutsdale  and  Langdale  End  are  without  sewerage  systems 
but  of  these  only  Hackness  Village  and  Cloughton  Newlands 
merit  consideration  in  the  forseeable  future, 

2 „  Connections  to  Sewers 


131  of  the  132  new  houses  completed  during  I968  were 
connected  to  the  Council's  sewers  the  remaining  house 
being  provided  with  a  septic  tank  system.  Of  the  three 
other  properties  converted  to  dwellings,  one  was  connected 
to  the  sewer  and  two  to  septic  tanks, 

27  older  properties  were  converted  to  the  water  carriage 
system,  I7  being  connected  to  the  sewers  and  10  to  new 
septic  tanks. 

During  the  year  the  problem  of  the  discharge  of  treated 
and  untreated  sewage  from  the  large  caravan  sites  on  the 
cliff  tops  above  Gristhorpe  and  Lebberston  continued  and 
nuisances  were  caused  in  those  parishes.  The  Consulting 
Engineers  completed  a  report  on  a  scheme  for  connecting 
the  sites  to  the  sewer  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £53jOOO. 
Connection  to  the  sewer  is  the  only  answer  to  the  problem. 

Elsewhere  the  problem  of  pollution  of  streams  is  of  minor 
dimensions  and  the  position  slowly  improves  as  more  properties 
are  connected  to  the  sewers.

MOVEABLE  D¥ELLINGS 


There  are  59  licensed  caravan  sites  within  the  Council's  area 
containing  a  total  of  2,006  caravans.  Two  licensed  sites  cater 
for  a  total  of  l42  tents.  Regular  inspections  of  the  licensed 
sites  have  to  be  carried  out  in  order  to  maintain  compliance 
with  licensing  conditions  and  one  or  two  of  the  sites  presented 
the  Department  with  a  few  problems  during  the  year.

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MOVEABLE  DTOLLINGS  (CONTINLTED) 

The  popularity  of  the  area  v)ith  the  weekend  and  holiday 
campers  continues  to  grow  and,  to  meet  the  problem,  more 
licensed  sites  must  be  made  available o  Against  this  back¬ 
ground  the  Council’s  decision  to  consider  setting  up  local 
authority  sites  is  welcomed  and  an  effort  must  be  made  to 
make  progress  with  this  during  1969© 

In  the  meantime  the  Council’s  representations  pressing  for 
the  early  introduction  of  legislation  which  will  treat 
tented  camping  sites  in  the  same  way  as  caravan  sites  seems 
to  have  helped  to  awaken  the  appropriate  authorities  to 
the  problem  but  continuous  pressure  is  essentialc 

Another  modern  aspect  of  this  problem  is  that,  with  the 
introduction  of  trailer  tents  and  tent  extensions  to 
vehicles  and  caravans ,  it  is  becoming  difficult  to 
differentiate  between  a  caravan,  which  is  subject  to  its 
own  special  legislation,  and  other  moveable  dwellings 
which  fall  within  the  purvue  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 
The  answer  is  to  treat  all  moveable  dwellings  in  the  same 
way  under  the  law. 

Unfortunately  in  one  case  it  proved  necessary  to  take 
proceedings  under  Section  1  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  I96O0  The  land  occupier 
concerned  was  fined  £50  with  costs.  A  second  similar  case 
was  pending  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


This  service  operated  very  satisfactorily.  With  the  exception 
of  very  isolated  properties,  the  area  receives  a  regular 
collection  of  refuse,  approximately  8ofo  of  the  population 
being  in  areas  receiving  a  weekly  collection  and  the  remainder 
being  collected  fortnightly.  In  all  probability  a  weekly 
collection  will  be  extended  throughout  the  area,  again  with 
the  exception  of  the  very  remote  parts,  during  I9690 

Approximately  3)500  tons  of  refuse  were  dealt  witti  during  the 

year  and,  for  the  fourth  year  in  succession,  on  no  occasion 

was  a  collection  round  not  completed  on  time.  At  the  end  of 

the  year  a  complete  survey  of  the  refuse  collection  service  was  being 

carried  out  to  enable  a  comprehensive  report  to  be  presented 

ear ly  in  1969" 

Nearly  all  refuse  collected  in  the  area  is  now  taken  to  the 
tip  near  the  Seamer  Depot.  For  a  period  during  the  summer, 
and.  again  at  the  end  of  the  year,  serious  difficulty  in  obtaining 
adequate  covering  material  made  the  maintenance  of  satisfactory 
conditions  at  this  tip  difficult. 

Burniston  and  Brompton  tips  continued  to  take  small  amounts  of 
refuse  satisfactorily.  A  decision  to  temporarily  close  the 
Burniston  tip  which  has  always  presented  maintenance  problems, 
was  taken  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Council  considered  a  comprehensive  report  on  refuse 
disposal  and  decided  to  purchase  another  area  of  land  adjacent 
to  Seamer  Depot  ro  provide  further  controlled  tipping  capacity 
for  the  next  five  years.  The  view  was  accepted  that  the  time 
had  arrived  when  consideration  should  be  given  to  treating 
refuse  to  render  it  innocuous  before  disposal,  thus  not  only 
improving  standards  but  overcoming  problems  which  controlled 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  (CONTINUED) 


tipping  presents  and  which  are  likely  to  become  more  and  more 
serious  as  the  years  go  by.  It  is  obvious  that  any  form  of 
refuse  treatment  is  more  satisfactorily  and  economically 
carried  out  by  a  plant  serving  a  number  of  local  authorities 
and  this  possibility  was  under  investigation  at  the  end  of 
the  year.

43  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  icecream  under 
Section  I6  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955° 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that,  with  the  extra  staff  available, 
good  progress  was  made  on  food  hygiene  work.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  only  a  few  premises  remained  to  be  inspected  and  it 
is  fair  to  say  that  ''the  back  of  the  work  has  been  broken", 

MEAT  INSPECTION  AND  SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

There  are  four  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  area,  three 
privately  owned  and  the  other  owned  and  operated  by  the 
Scarborough  Corporation.  In  respect  of  the  Corporation 
Abattoir  the  Council  has  an  arrangement  with  the  Corporation 
for  meat  inspection  and  administration  of  the  relevant 
Regulations  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Corporation's  officers, 
appropriate  financial  arrangements  between  the  two  authorities 
being  made. 

The  following  comments  and  statistics  relate  only  to  the  three 
private  slaughterhouses  which  have  a  small  throughput  and 
generally  operate  to  an  adequate  standard.  No  serious 
contraventions  of  the  Regulations  occurred  although  a  little 
encouragement  had  to  be  given  now  and  again  to  maintain 
s  tandards ,

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  NUISANCES 


9J  inspections  were  made  and  20  nuisances  found  to  exist* 

At  the  end  of  The  year  I8  of  these  had  been  abated  as  a  result 
of  informal  action  and  2  cases  were  outstanding*  It  was  not 
necessary  to  take  any  statutory  action* 

A  constant  source  of  trouble  is  the  problem  that  arises  in 
keeping  animals,  usually  pigs,'  close  to  residential  properties. 

It  is  no  real  answer  to  this  problem  to  rely  on  the  nuisance 
clause  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  to  effect  a  remedy* 

The  matter  should  be  dealt  with  at  the  planning  stage* 

Residential  estates  should  not  be  permitted  close  to  piggeries 
and  new  piggeries  should  not  be  allowed  to  be  established 
near  residential  properties*  Planning  Law  i  not  really 
geared  to  provide  for  this  but  it  should  be -altered  so  that 
it  does*  The  pr  inciple  is  already  recognise'd  in  Planning  Law 
which  makes  provision  for  the  separation  of  potentially 
obnoxious  industrial  processes  from  residential  areas  and 
vice-versa.  Also,  development  of  an  economical  nuisance  free 
system  of  disposing  of  wastes  from  large  piggeries  and  similar 
intensive  agricultural  units  is  still  needed* 

In  the  meantime  the  drop  in  the  number  of  complaints  received 
-  at  this  office  indicates  that  most  farmers  do  endeavour  to  dispose 
of  the  waste  at  such  times  and  places  and  in  such  weather 
conditions  that  a  nuisance  is  less  likely  to  occur* 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  i960 

A  lime  burning  plant  operating  two  kilns  on  oil  firing  continues 
to  give  trouble  and  many  complaints  were  received.  The  Clean 
Air  Act,  1968  virtually  removed  the  Council’s  already  weak 
powers  in  relation  to  the  problem  and  made  the  matter 
the  responsibility  of  the  Alkali  Works  Inspectorate*  Never¬ 
theless  the  Council  continued  to  be  concerned  and  made 
appropriate  representations  through  the  channels  open  to  it. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  I963 


Progress  in  dealing  with  this  Act  has  been  very  satisfactory* 

All  premises  affected  by  the  Act  received  inspections  followed, 
where  necessary,  by  Informal  Notices  drawing  attention  to 
contraventions  of  the  Act  and  requiring  these  to  be  made  good* 

97  inspections  were  carried  out ,  II6  unsatisfactory  conditions 
found  and,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  66  of  these  had  been  remedied 
by  informal  a*ition*  Work  to  deal  with  the  outstanding  matters 
will  progress  in  early  1969* 

Only  one  accident  was  reported  under  the  Act  and  this  concerned 
the  mishandling  of  heavy  goods  in  a  retail  shop  resulting  in 
a  minor  foot  injury. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


The  restrictions  relating  to  the  foot  and  mouth  disease 
outbreak  were  lifted  as  from  9th  February,  I968*  The  service 
operated  satisfactorily,  there  was  no  indication  of  warfarin 
resistance  in  the  area  and  the  poison  is  still  used  almost 
ex»  lusively  against  rats*  Only  a  few  mouse  infestations  were 
dealt  with  but  these  were  all  of  considerable  proportions. 
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RODENT  CONTROL  (CONTINUED) 


A  nev  rodent icide  for  use  against  mice  was  employed  and  proved 
very  suc^essfulo  This  contains  U  per  cent  alhpa= chloralose ,  a 
narcotic  drug  that  retards  the  metabolic  processes  of  warm 
blooded,  animals,  slowing  respirationy  reducing  blood  pressure 
and  lowering  body  temperature  a  In  small  mammals  such  as  mice, 
heat  may  be  lost  so  rapidly  that  death  occurs.

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


Section  87  of  the  Public  Health  Act y  1936  gives  a  District 
Council  power  to  provide  public  conveniences  where  appropriate. 
The  volume  of  visitors  to  the  area  and  walkers  and  motorists 
passing  through  the  area  is,  naturallyj  increasing  and  in  my 
view  the  Council  may  have  to  consider  the  provision  of  public 
conveniences  in  one  or  two  parishes,,  In  some  cases  where 
conveniences  are  required  it  may  not  be  thouglt  to  be  appropriate 
for  the  District  Council  to  be  responsible  for  all  the  costs. 
This  might  apply  for  example  where  the  provision  of  conveniences 
clearly  falls  within  the  purposes  of  the  Countryside  Act,  I968 , 
Apart  from  this,  the  power  given  in  the  1936  Act  is  quite 
explicit  and  there  can  be  little  doubt  that,  in  general, 
and  where  there  are  no  unusual  circumstances,  (such  as  a  demand 
created  by  the  activities  of  a  particular  organisation),  the 
responsibility  rests  with  the  District  Council,
